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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 11 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 11, line 8, " the individual containers" 
is indefinite as plural containers lack antecedent basis. 


3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer.

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: A computer system packaged in an individual 
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container and further including a method of shipping individual containers on a pallet by 
stacking individual containers on a pallet (see column 2, line 57-65 and column 5, lines 
30-42) to a height approximately 53 inches. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

5. Claims 1 1 and 15-19 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claim 1 of U. S. Patent No. 6,695,141 since the claims, if allowed, would 
improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: A computer system packaged in an individual 
container and further including a method of shipping individual containers on a pallet by 
stacking individual containers on a pallet (see column 2, line 62 through column 3, line 3 
and column 5, lines 34-46) to a height approximately 53 inches. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 
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6. The Terminal Disclaimer filed April 26, 2005 is not accepted. The assignee has 
not established its ownership interest in the application, in order to support the terminal 
disclaimer. There is no submission in the record establishing the ownership interest by 
either (a) providing documentary evidence of a chain of title from the original inventor(s) 
to the assignee, or (b) specifying (by reel and frame number) where such documentary 
evidence is recorded in the Office (37 CFR 3.73(b)). 

An attorney or agent, not of record, is not authorized to sign a terminal disclaimer 
in the capacity as an attorney or agent acting in a representative capacity as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .34 (a). See 37 CFR 1 .321 (b) and/or (c). 

7. Applicant's arguments filed April 26, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. It is noted that claims 2-10 and 12-14 have been canceled. The 
Terminal Disclaimer filed is improper, and can not overcome the double patenting 
grounds of rejection. 

8. This action is made non-final in view of the new grounds of rejection.
